In Ontario 


Details of Ontario Hydro's two 
new power stations with combin- 
ed output of five milliog kilo- 
watts=-two and a half times 
Ontario's installed capacity on 
the Niagara River -- were out - 
lined today by Commission Chair- 
man George Gathercole. 

The Hydro Commission's 
expansion program was approved 
this week by the Ontario Govern 
ment and announced yesterday by 
Prime Minister Robarts. 

One development will be a 
3,000 ,000-kilowatt nuclear 
plant to be built at Douglas 
Point on Lake Huron, midway 
between Port Elgin and Kincar- 
dine. It will have four 750,000 
kilowatt units. 

Subject to the approval. of 
the Atomic Eneray Control Board 
preliminary work for the nuclear 
plant, sald Mr. Gathercole, wil 
begin in 1969 on a 2,300 - acre 
site adjacent to Douglas Point, 
Canada's first full-scale nuclear 
power station. 

The first unit is scheduled to 
produce electricity in 1976, with 
the three subsequent units coming 
into service in consecutive years 
thereafter. The station will 
utilize the Canadian natural 
uranium heavy water concept of 
nuclear generation. 

Estimated cost in today's 
terms is $760,000,000. Peak 
work force onthe site during 
construction w III be about 2,500 
and thousands more will be em= 
ployed by suppliers. 

The heavy water manufactur- 


ing plant announced today by 
Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd, 
will if the site is approved by the 
Atomic Energy Control Board, 
also be located at Douglas Point 

The second plant will be a 
2,000,000 - kilowatt convention 
al fossil-fuel plant situoted at 
Bath, 22miles west of Kingston, 
on Lake Ontario. The stationwill 
also have four units, each of 
500 ,000 kilowatts. 

Mr. Gathercole said the 
fossil-fuel station will produce 
first power in 1975 and the last 
of the station's units will be in 
service by 1977. Construction 
at the Lake Ontario site is 
scheduled to begin in 1970. 

Estimated cost at current 
prices is $275,000,000. Peak 
construction force at the site will 
be about 1,800 in addition to 
those employed in manufacturing 
and service industries supplying 
the product. 

The nuclear station w ill be 


in 1971. 

With this commitment ,nucka 
generation now under construc - 
tion or planned amounts to more 
than one half on Ontario Hydro's 
existing power resources. 

"The nuclear Power Demon - 
stration (NPD) plant at Rolphton 


on the Ottawa River (20,000 kil- 
owatts ) has acheived a high rate 


of effective availability and 
results ore steadily improving at 
the 200,000 - kilowatt Douglas 
Point station. 

"Douglas Point, which first 
produced power in January, 1967 
has been operating ot full capa- 
city for extended periods in 
recent months. 

"At Pickering, work has been 
proceeding favourably following 
the eight-month construction 
strike last year. 

"All of these factors justify 
confidence in the potential of 
nuclear power. 

"The decision to proceed with! 
a coal-fired plant meets our re- 
quirements of maintaining a 
Pragmatic mix of nuclear, con- 
ventional thermal, and hydro - 
electric power resources," said 
Mr. Gathercole. "Nuclear plants

FOREMOST IN 
PLANS FOR 
CHRISTMAS FUN 


A happy Christmas can change 
in seconds to a family tradedy, 
unless sound precautions are tak - 
en against the threat of fire 
at this season, warns Fire Chief 
Fraser. The public are urged to 
follow these rules fora hoppy 
Christmas safe froin fire: 

If you buy a natural Christmas 
tree, be sure it is green and fresh 
Test twigs and needles for flex - 
bility, and keep the tree outdoors 
or in an unheated garage until you 
are ready to erect it in the house. 
Then cut one or twoinches dia- 
gonally from the butt witha saw, 
and set up the tree in water. 
Maintain the water supply tokeep 
the butt covered. 

Check strings of electric lights 
for frayed cords or other damage 
which might cause short circuits. 
Buy only lighting sets bearing the 
label of the Canadian Standards 
Association, and only non-f lam- 
able decorations. Do not smoke 
near the tree, and do not allow 
motches in the hands of children. 

Clear wrappings away prompt- | 
ly ofter gifts are opened, and 
never allow such flammable mat- 
erial to accumulate near the tree. 


Even a moist tree will burn if 
exposed to a ring of burning paper | 
ground its base. 

Set upthetree well away from 
sources of heat such as fireplaces, 
stoves, radiators or TV sets. Do 
not allow the tree to block acces 
to doors or windows. Switch off 
tree lights before leaving home or 
going to bed. | 

Though the safest tree is a tree | 
with its butt immersed in water , 
Chief Fraser warns that if atree | 
is dried out before it is set up in | 
water, it cannot regain a sofe | 
moisture level. If a test of Flex- 
ikility of twigs or needles shows 
that thishas occurred, discard the 
tree. 

"Zlomeproofing" of natural 
trees with chemical mixture i s 
not a safe substitute for butt-i m- 
mersion, and is not recommended 

Even artifical trees present 
their own fire hazords. Because 
they ore conductors of electricity 
metallic trees siould never be 
decorated with strings of lights. 

If lighting is required, it should | 
be provided by floodlights apart | 
Fron the tree. | 

Some plastic trees, made from 
styrene materials, and others 
known as "Hong Kong" trees, are 
flammable and may burn violently 
Candles should never be used on 
or near any trees, or anywhere in 
holders made from styrene foam.

In Denmark and Norway 
the legendary good spirit of 
the house is Nisse, who 
watches over home and farm 
and is sometimes said to be 
the gift-bringer, too. 

His Christmas treat, the 
rice pudding traditional at 
Scandinavian holiday feasts, 
is placed beside the kitchen 
door or, on farms, in the hay- 
loft. 


Treating the Donkey 
Today's Santa relies on his 
reindeer for transport, but 
the gift bringers of yester- 
year had other animal help- 
ers, who usually shared in 


the holiday giving and re- 
ceiving. 

In Holland, for instance, 
legend says that St. Nicholas 
arrives early — on St. Nicho- 
las Eve, December 5th — rid- 
ing a white donkey. 

For the refreshment of the 
good saint’s donkey, children 
stuff their shoes with hay and 
set out a dish of water. Car- 
rots and a potato are some- 
times added. 
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To feed the Wise Men's 
horses on their long pilgrim- 
age, Spanish children fill 
their shoes with straw and 
set them on balconies or win- 
dow ledges. 


Feeding the Horses 
Twelfth Night is, in Span- 
ish tradition, the time for 
giving gifts, and the tradi- 
tional gift bearers are the 
Wise Men, who as they jour- 
ney each year to Bethlehem 
bring gifts for good children.

Are Many! 


Three wise men? 

In New Testament storles 
of the Nativity, only St Mat- 
thew tells of “wise men from 
the east” — and how many 
wise men followed the star 
to the manger is not stated. 
The tradition that there 
were three probably comes 
from St. Matthew's descrip- 
tion of three gifts — gold, 
frankincense and myrrh. 

Another explanation for 
the number three is the leg- 
end that the wise men sym- 
polized all humanity, in turn 
represented by the races of 
Shem, Ham and Japhet, ac- 
cording to the editors of The 
New Book of Knowledge 

Early traditions mention 
varying numbers of wise 
men. Twelve was the number 
traditional in the Eastern 
church, while in the West, 
mosaics and paintings show- 
ed sometimes two, sometimes 
three, four or more wise men 

During the sixth century, 
the idea that there were 
three came to be generally 
accepted. In legends, the wise 
men were given names: Mel- 
hior, Gasper, Baltasar. 


Although St. Mathew did 
not use the name “Magi,” he 
implied it when he wrote of 
wise men,” for “magi” was 
commonly used in Palestine 
to mean “great, illustrious.” 

Today, Nativity scenes 
show three wise men or Magi 
present at the manger along 
with the shepherds, who 
hastened to Bethlehem on 
the night Christ was born 
Some historians, however, 
believe that the visit of the 
h i didn’t take place until 
much later — perhaps a year 
or even two years after the 
birth of Christ

St. Knut’s Day, January 
13th, is the traditional time 
for taking down Christmas 
greens in Sweden. According 
to custom, as the tree is dis- 
mantled, young folk dance 
while their elders sing, 
“Twentieth day Knut driveth

Yule out.” 

This custom is believed to 
be derived from the laws of 
King Canute, written in the 
early 11th century. 


Bringing the Tree 
Christmas trees were first 
introduced to France in 1837, 
when Princess Helen of 
Mecklenburg married the 


Duke of Orleans and brought 
with her to Paris the Yule 
customs of her native coun- 
try. 

In spite of this and many 
later efforts to advance the 
cause of the Christmas tree, 
Parisians still prefer the ear- 
lier tradition, which says that 
gift exchange time for French 
adults is New Year's day.

It all began with the first 
carols in the 13th century, 
says the Encyclopedia Amer- 
icana. 

The earliest English carols 
were composed anonymous- 
ly, perhaps by clergymen or 
court musicians. Simple 
tunes and strong rhythms 
were characteristic, and the 
musical form featured a re- 
frain, to repeat before and 
after each stanza. 

Words were written, gen- 
erally, in the English ver- 
nacular or in “macaronic” 
form — a combination of 
English and Latin 

The first printed collection 
of carols appeared in 1521. It 
included the “Boar’s Head 
Carol,” still sung during 
Christmas dinner at Queen's 
College, Oxford, England. 

Even then, however, the 
practice of passing on car- 
ols orally, from generation 
to generation, continued. 
Among these were carols in 
ballad form, such as “I Saw 
Three Ships” and “The Cher- 
ry Tree Carol.” 

Caroling fell into disrepute 
in the 17th century, and car- 
ol singing was forbidden by 
the English Puritans. Those 
who colonized America car- 
ried this disapproval with 


them. 

After the Restoration, in 
1660, caroling was once again 
permitted-and the custom 
slowly revived. 

Some of the most popular 
carols date from the 18th and 
19th centuries. These include 
“Adeste Fideles,” possibly by 
Francis Wade; “Hark! The 
Herald Angels Sing,” with 
words by Charles Wesley and
